To  comply  w  ith  the  wishes  of  each  class  of  patrons,  the 
Editor,  having  made  arrangements  to  secure  an  extensive  corres¬ 
pondence,  proposes  to  continue  the  Monitor  on  the  present  plan, 
alter  the  completion  of  the  1st  volume,  and  will,  likewise,  issue  a 
whole  sheet  once  a  fortnight,  should  a  sufficient  number  of  sub¬ 
scribers  be  obtained  to  warrant  the  expanse. 

The  importance  of  supporting  a  religious  publication  in 
the  State,  must  be  acknowledged  by  all  who  seek  the  pros- 
jH-rity  of  Zion,  and  the  continuance  of  our  charitable  insti¬ 
tutions.

MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  WOODSTOCK,  OOT.  10,  1821. 


FATHERS  AND  BRETHREN, 


Tl.e  Directors  congratulate  the  Society  on  the  return  of  an¬ 
other  anniversary,  iitui  proceed  to  exhibit  their  views,  and  re¬ 
port  their  principal  operations  during  the  past  year. 

All,  who  consider  rte  human  cliaracter  polluted  by  sin,  must 
esteem  the  gospel  as  God's  best  gift  to  man.  Hut  what  will  it 
avail  that  the  gospel  announces  the  message  of  mercy,  unlv>i 
this  luessage  is  exliibited  and  enforced  on  the  hearts  ‘and  cun- 
sciences  nf  men  by  those,  who  have  felt  its  sacred  influence  and 
are  competent  to  expound  it  to  others  ?  He,  who  knows  the  fall- 
on  character  of  man  and  the  only  means  of  his  restoratiou  •• 
tlie  divine  favor,  lias  revealed  that  by  tlie  foolishness  of  preach¬ 
ing,  Go<l  will  save  them  that  believe.  It  is  too  well  known  it 
be  repeated  in  detail,  that  numerous  towns  in  Vermont  are  des¬ 
titute  of  a  preached  gospel,  and  that  many  churches  seldom  if 
aver  hear  a  sermon,  or  enjoy  an  ordinance,  unless  visited  hr  t 
Missionary.  How  worthy  then  the  object  of  those,  who  pro- 
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jecteil  the  plan  of  this  Society,  or  have  ai<le(l  its  operations  by 
tlieir  influence,  or  their  contributions.  Assembled  as  yon  atiet 
from  various  parts  of  the  State,  and  livine;  as  yon  all  do  in  tlie 
vicinity  of  missionary  ground,  you  are  no  strangers  to  the  des¬ 
titute  condition  of  many,  vvlio  are  bone  of  our  bone  and  flesh  of 
our  flesh.  Tho  in  fulfilling  tlie  duties  yon  assigned  to  ns, 
a.  Directors,  and  in  ex|:loring  the  moral  wastes  of  the  State, 
our  hearts  may  have  been  more  touched,  we  rioubt  not  hat 
yours  will  vibrate  in  unison  with  ours  ;  and  that  one  harmoni¬ 
ous  feeling,  resulting  from  a  conviction  of  duty,  w  ill  prompt  us 
ail  to  go  forward  with  renewed  ardor  in  this  cause  which  an¬ 
gels  rejoice  to  subserve. 

During  the  past  year  ten  individuals  have  labored  as  Mis¬ 
sionaries  from  this  J^ociety.  Their  services  have  all  been  ren¬ 
dered  with  undisputed  fidelity,  and  in  some  instances  have 
been  accompanied  with  the  special  blessing  of  Him,  who  can 
raise  up  living  worshippers  “from  dry  Imucs,”  “very  ilry.” 

Rev.  Luther  Loland  of  Derby,  has  completed  the  mis¬ 
sion  noticed  in  our  last  Report,  having  devoted  twelve  weeks 
giiicc  your  last  meeting,  io  such  destitute  towns  in  the  north¬ 
east  part  of  tlie  State,  as  furnished  one  half  of  his  support.  He 
0 'serves  in  his  journal,  “During  the  last  twelve  weeks,  made 
l.iO  family  visits — attended  thirteen  conferences,  church  con¬ 
ferences  and  church  meetings  ;  three  prayer  meetings ;  preach¬ 
ed  5j  sermons,  and  visited  four  schools ;  attended  one  sabbath 
school  exhibition  ;  the  Consociation  once — the  Associlrtion  once 
—administered  tlie  sacrament  four  times — baptir.ed  twelve 
children.  Labored  one  week  in  Craftsbury — four  in  Barton-*— 
two  iH  Morgan— one  in  Browniiigton — one  in  Holland— three 
in  fitaiistead.  I  have  nothing  specially  interesting  to  add. 
No  revivals  in  this  part  of  the  country  lor  two  or  three  years 
p.i«.f.  Good  attention  given  to  preacfiing ;  been  cnrrhalfv  rte- 
ceived  in  every  family  i  have  visited ;  fretpieiitly  grtititude 
Diuiiifested,  and  generally,  serious  attention  given  to  reHglons 
conversation ;  one  or  two  awakened  in  Morgan  and  Stanstead.*’ 

Rev.  Isaac  Jones  performed  two  short  missions  of  rtiii-e 
or  four  weeks  in  IMainlield  and  vicinity.  He  obs-erves,  “At¬ 
tended  six  conference  iiieetiiigs,  two  prayer  niertiiigs,  two 
church  meetings,  preached  fourteen  times,  visited  five  scho^ils, 
propounded  four  persons  for  admission  into  the  church  in  Bar- 
re,  received  four  into  the  church  in  Plainfield,  three  of  them 
from  sister  churches  and  one  from  the  world,  and  administered 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  supper  once.” 

Rev.  Benjamin  Wooster  has  lalmred  eight  weeks  in 
Kiiosburgh,  receiving  from  the  people  of  that  town  his  whole 
compensation,  except  three  dollars  a  week. 

Rev.  James  Parker  performed  a  mission  of  eight  wei-ks 
in  the  north  part  of  the  State.  In  his  journal,  ilated  Kebniaiy, 
18?1,  he  observes,  “I  have  labored  eight  weeks  in  the  service 
of  tJie  Vermont  Juvenile  Missioiiaiv  Socielt,  vi/.  tw  o  wedk« 
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in  Bakersfield  and  Franklin,  and  six  weeks  in  Kellyvale,  Ti-ny, 
Westfield  and  Coventry.  Much  of  my  time  was  occupied  while 
in  Orleans  county,  in  visiting  the  sick  and  dying,  and  in  at¬ 
tending  funerals.  Perhaps  no  part  of  our  country,  (according 
to  the  number  of  inhabitants,)  has  ever  been  equally  visited 
with  sickness  and  deaths,  as  Kelly  vale,  Westfield,  Troy  and 
Potton  for  eighteen  months  past.  1  visited  families^  schu«)U, 
attended  church  meetings,  prayer  meetings,  conferences,  and 
preached  from  five  to  seven  times  in  a  week.  I  have  rareir 
seen  people  more  attentive  to  religious  instruction  in  any  for', 
nier  revivals  of  religion.  ‘The  fields  appear  white  already  to 
harvest.’  More  ailecting  expressions  ol  gratitude  for  missiona¬ 
ry  labors,  I  never  heard  from  any  people,  tlian  I  heard  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Troy.  They  wonoered  the  Missionary  Soci¬ 
ety  were  not  discouraged  from  sending  Missionaries  among 
them,  seeing  they  did  nothing  to  aid  tlieir  funds.  But  Silvpf 
and  gold  they  have  none yet,  liearts  to  pray  for  the  fsociery, 
and  tliat  tliey  may  profit  by  the  lalmrs  bestowed  on  liiein,  they 
have.  1  trust,  that  the  blessing  of  some  souls  ready  to  jcns’b 
will  come  on  the  iSociety,  in  consequence  of  my  short  i..U- 
sion.” 

Mr.  John  Dunklce  has  performed  eight  weeks  of  missionary 
service  in  Reading,  M’est  Kairlee  and  \'ershire. 

Rev.  William  Goodell,  agreeably  to  aiipointiacpt,  hag 
performed  twelve  weeks  of  missionary  service  in  tiie  south 
part  of  the  State.  His  lab«irs  were  principally  devoted  to  the 
I'ullowing  towns  :  Peru,  Londonderrv,  Woodtord,  Winhall  and 
Weston.  In  speaking  of  his  mission,  Mr.  Goodell  oiiserves, 
“God’s  people  nave  been  very  much  reviveil  and  encouraged. 
Stupid  professors  have  been  awakened.  Churches  have  been 
regulated,  and  Christian  union  and  brotherly  love  have  been 
much  increased.” 

Rev.  Simeon  Parmelee,  in  pursuance  of  an  appointment,  ha> 
labored,  twelve  weeks  in  Grand-Isle  County.  He  conclude* 
bis  journal  as  follows  : — 

“1  sliall  not  satisfy  my  feelings  if  1  do  not  here  state  that 
1  was  most  cordially  received  and  kindly  treated  by  all  classes 
of  people  where  I  went,  and,  if  1  may  be  allowed  to  judge,  they 
were  prepared  to  regret  my  departure.  Tho  I  beheld  no  gen¬ 
eral  revival  in  the  places  I  visited,  yet  there  was  an  increasing 
attention  to  meeting,  and  many  disclo.sed  a  seriousness  which 
1  have  since  learned  has  ended  in  hopeful  conver.sion.  There 
are  three  or  four  instances  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge 
of  this  class.  I  spent  much  time  in  visiting  from  house  ti» 
house,  and  hope  some  good  resulted  from  the  same.  Some  pari 
of  the  iTgion  I  visited  had  never  before  been  called  upon  by  a 
Mis.sioDary  of  our  order.  But  I  am  fiillv  prepared  to  state, 
that  a  second  Missionary  would  be  thanktul’y  received,  and  it 
one  of  proper  talenu,  1  think  much  would  he  done  towards  hi?  i 
support,  ami  e^’entnally  a  door  opened  for  his  establishment  in 
an  important  field  of  usefulness.  It  was  my  object  to  prepare 
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Hie  wttj  for  the  permanent  use- 
fulufis  of  some  uianin  that  des¬ 
titute  anil  much  neglected  re¬ 
gion,  and  1  cannot  but  hope  I 
saall  vet  feel  tliat  iiiv  lauors 
have  uot  been  in  vain.”

Not  only  Con¬ 
necticut  and  Vermont  have  been 
refreshed  with  the  effusions  of 
tile  Holy  Spirit,  but  “Berkshire 
county,  Massachusetts,  is,  at 
this  time,  watered  with  a  copi¬ 
ous  shower  of  divine  grace.  I 
am  not  able  to  state  the  exact 
number  of  hopeful  converts  in 
each  town;  but  in  Pittsfield, 
Lenox,  Lee,  fStockbridge,  San- 
lierfield  and  New  Marlborough, 
about  eij:ht  hundred,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  have  been  recently 
broiifflit  out  of  nature's  dark- 
Bi>8aad  nature's  bondage  into 
the  light  and  liberty  of  the  gos- 
p**l.  In  Pittsfield  the  reforifta- 
tion  !’us  been  remarkable,  not 
only  tor  the  number  of  its  sub¬ 
jects  (about  2(M>)  but  for  the 
character  of  the  converts.  Of 
80,  who  at  one  lime  united  with 
the  church,  40  were  heads  of 
families  ;  aiid  liv  or  20  were 
raea  of  t’le  first  talents  and  of 
the  nios*  extensive  iiiHuence. 


;  In  Lee,  the  work  altho  of  re- 
j  centdate,  has  been  rapid — mora 
i  than  Il'/O  are  already  reckoned 
as  the  fruit  of  the  revival.  Re¬ 
vivals  of  religion  have  very  re¬ 
cently,  and  in  general,  with 
very  piomising  prospects,  coni- 
inenced  in  Lanesborougli,  Great 
Barrington,  Sheflield  and  Egre- 
mont.
